trout at Trout Falls, the state con- 
servation commission has selected 
St. Croix Falls for the site of the 
proposed structure, according to 
Commissioner W. E. Barber of this 
citv"Trout Falls, which is famed as a 
fishing center in western Wisconsin 
and is renowned for its scenic beau- 
ties, was widely urged as the site for 
the-trout hatchery," said tor. Bar- 
ber 
"It conformed to the demands 


of the commission in all but one par- 
ticular. 
Located eleven males from 


Sparta, Monroe county, we found the 
nearest railroad was six miles away 
and that trucking over the sandy 
roads which abound in that country 
is a difficult task. 
Because of this 


fact, we'were compelled to eliminate 
Trout Falls from consideration. 


Stream Is Ideal 


"At St. Croix Falls the commis- 


sion found an ideal stream, fed by 
hundreds of springs, midst scer.ic 
beauties which cannot be surpassed 
in Wisconsin. Near by are rauroaa 
facilities and all the things we neea 
to supply a hatchery. 
"The commission is planning to 


raise 1,000,000 trout at St. Croix 
Fulls as an experiment next spring. 
If the conditions are satisfactory we 
will ask the legislature for an ap- 
propriation of $20,000 to construct a 
hatchery on the site." *
